A Friendls Note Of Warning 


When a man occupying the eiseae and Nigh. office of Lieutenant-Gov- 
_ ernor of a Province feels it incumbent on him to lift his voice in public pro- 
test. against the Selfish attitude of people in Eastern Canada regarding mat- 
ters of vital concern to the prosperity and development of the Provinces of 
Western Canada, it is time for. those same Eastern people and interests to 
awaken to the fact that they are playing a nationally dangerous game. 
Licutenant-Governor, Brett, of Alberta, is not a ‘man to speak hastily or 
without giving due consideration to the effect any. statement froma man jn 
his position may have. He is-a highly trained prd¥essional man, absolutely 
impartial, strictly non-partizan in a political sense, and intensely loyal to 
Canadian ideals and. institutions. Yet on the occasion ofa recent visit. to 
qontarlo he was, to use his own words, “goaded to exasperation” over the 
attifude assumed by Eastern people towards the West and its needs and prob- 
Jems to such an extent that he made known his mind*in a newspaper inter- 
‘view in the course of which/he asked the very pertinent question: “If a bar- 
rier was placed at Fort Wiliam, what would happen to all the Eastern in- 
dustries” 
Answering his own question, Dr. Brett declared they would be ruined. 
. Yet Eastern intetests go on blindly, and with a~self-sufficiency amounting 
to smugness, ‘declaring to the world-and convincing themselves that they owe 
nothing to the West; that on-the ‘contrary, it is the East fhat has made and 
developed the West, and that his section of the Dominion-is heavily in debt 
to them. - : 
When a man in Dr. Brett's Peevey even so much as hints in a published 
interview at the possible effects of cutting the Dominion in two at the head of 
the lakes, and follows that up by calling-upon the people of the west to real- 
ize the absolute importance of “continuing to hammer away until they have. a 
real voice in their own affairs,” it is, we repeat, time for the East to give, heed 
to the state of feeling they are themselves engendering in this Western 
country. 

We do not believe there is more than a mere handful of people in Canada 
who would like to see-the Dominion divided into two separate and distinct 
British commonwealths, east and west. At the same time there are unques- 
ltionably thousands who believe that economically Western Canada would be 
much better off, and decidedly more prosperous, if it was relieved from the 
handicaps imposed upon it ‘through Eastern selfishness atdself-interest. 

«The West demands the completion of the Hudson Bay railway. Every 
political party in Canada has approved its construction and pledged them- 
selves to it. Yet the financial, transportation and commercial interests of 
Montreal, Toronto, Quebe@and the Maritime Province seaports. have been | 
successful in denying this much needed outlet to the West. 

The ‘West stands badly in need of branch lines of railway without which 
tens of thousands of settlers are struggling to eke out an existence. These 
branch lines*are likewise essential as feeders to the great transcontinental 
lines of our National railways, but Eastern interests opposed. to Government 
ownership have thus far succeeded in blocking construction. 

Thé East declares it cannot survive unless its manufacturing industries 
aré bolstered up by high tariff protection, imposed on the whole Dominion. | 
Tbe West has learned from bitter experience that ft cannot develop and pros- | 
per under such a handicap. If the -East insists upon and must have this' 
artilicial stimulus, let them have it, but give to the West, which can stand | 
on its own feet and does not require artificial supports, freedom in regard 
to its own fiscal policies and needs. 

The Western Provinces can only obtain “a real voice 


in their own af- 


convincing the East as to the justice and necessity of admitting the West toa 
Jarger measure of authority in determining questions vitally and primarily 
affecting the West. 

, Secession should, and will be, ser iously " considered ‘Only as a last desper- 
ate remedy. 

The ability to out-vote the Eastern Provinces-can only come with enor- 
mously increased population, which increase is being delayed because of the 
handicaps imposed on the West. 

The sane, sensible, patriotic solution is for the East to abandon their 
present attitude of regarding the West, as, one paper puts it, a child in need 
of 9 governess, and frankly admitting the right of Western people to a deter: 
mining voice in matters, absolutely vital to-thelr own welfare and progress. 

That unity. essential to Canada’s all-round dévelopment and prosperity 

..as a nation can never be realized unless the East abandons its present selfish 
and arrogant: overlordship. It is the Eastern attitude that provides fuel for 
the spirit of ‘bitterness which it. would be idle to deny does exist in the ‘West. 
If East and West are to grow together, the one aiding and assisting the other, 
there must be, a radical change of attitude east of the Great Lakes.

H. B. RAILWAY 


Ottawa,—Warning that there. was 
danger of a breach between the east 
and west unless conditions in West- 
ern Canada were improved, was given 
to the government by General R. W. 
Paterson, of Winnipeg, a member of a 
large détegation which. came to urge 
the immediate completion of the Hud- 
son’s Ba Srdtrkend 

Gehe Paterson. stated that” he 
had ratte been told by a Westerner, 
who was “English to the backbone, | 
that if the west did the best thing]for 
itself it would join up with the United 
States> of “America. Governors of 
western states had declared that they 
were in favor of-constructing. the rail- 
way. He said that a number of Win- 
nipeg. business men favored construc- 
tion of the road but were restrained 
from an expression of opinion because 
of the threatening attitude of big 
business in the east. 

‘After listening to speeches in Yavor 
of the Hudson’s Bay railway, Premier 
King expressed the hope that the rep- 
resentations made would ‘find — their 
way, through the press, to the people 
of Hastern Canada. _. Representations 
had been appearing in certain sections 
of the press against the completion of 
the work. The great national trag- 
edy of today was that east and west 
seemed unable to discuss together 
their own peculiar problems. The 
biggest thing befcre Canada was the 
creation of a Canadian national sen- 
timent. He hoped the day would 
come when those. who were earnest in 
their desire -for : the ‘development. .of 
this country would be able to talk 
together and discuss their problems at 
first hand. 

So far as the Hudson’s Bay was con- 
cerned the government could only 
thank the delegation and promise 
to give serious considéYation to the 
representations made.
